CLASSES  OF  THE  GENERAL  STAFF  AND  IN  THEORETICAL  MILITARY  STUDIES  IS  THAT  HEAVY  BOMBERS 
WILL  BE  REPLACED  BY  MISSILE  WEAPONS  SINCE  MISSILES  ARE  CONSIDERED  CHEAPER  AND.  LESS
